of which could be paid by th e co-op- 
eratio n of the tax payers.

th a n $10,000 w a s 
paid iii local taxes. 
Som ething m o re 
th an $4,000 of this am o u n t m u st be 
paid on the $35,000 bonded indebted­ 
ness of the district, in interest an d 
serial retirem ents. 
T h e rem ain d er is 
scarcely sufficient to pay the o p e ra t­ 
ing expenses of tilt* school, such a s 
fuel, light an d w ater, ja n ito r’s sa la ry 
an d 
supplies, 
bus 
upkeep 
and 
bu s 
drivers* salaries. 
T h e teachers h a v e 
not received one penny of local ta x e s 
th is year. 
T h eir salarie s have been 
paid by sta te a n d county av a ilab le 
funds and the fed eral governm ent. 
T his 
is 
a n 
abnorm al 
situ atio n 
which no thinking citizen can expect 
to continue. 
F ed eral and sta te gov­ 
ernm ents will not continue to ren d e r 
such aid w ithout pro p er local support.

“On this your first anniversary please 
allow me in behalf of the country’s 
hanks to express our full confidence 
and our sincere desire to cooperate in 
your courageous efforts to bring about 
* recovery!*** The banking structure of 
the country Is sound and liquid and 
banks have never been in stronger po­ 
sition to function effectively. Condi­ 
tions have improved to the point where 
it is no longer necessary for banks to 
be super-liquid.*** There is a definite 
call now for banks, not to extend loose 
credits or to make improper loans, but 
for a most sympathetic attitude toward 
. legitimate credit needs and for a recog­ 
nition of responsibility for their proper 
and vital part in the program of re­ 
covery.” 
The Soundness of Banking 
In an address before a recent trust 
conference of the association’s Trust 
Division in New York, Mr. Law said; 
“A depression cannot long survive a 
sound banking structure if the banking 
structure is responsive to legitimate 
needs and functions in a way that is 
virile and alive. The most cheering fact 
of the present situation is the knowl­ 
edge that banks are in strong position. 
“Recovery** even to the most pessi­ 
mistic. i^ a o tonger a myth or a rumor, 
nor is it merely psychological. Abun­ 
dant evidence and proof lie on every 
and—tang’ble proof. With a return of 
confidence the wheels have begun to go 
round and a great many well managed 
businesses n a y look for a profit during 
this calendar year with fair assurance 
at least. For what has been achieved 
let us thaik the President, who has 
labored wita courage and patience and 
vision. Lac us thank the Congress, 
whose members during the emergency 
have put the public welfare above par- 
Let us thank one hundred 
ty-five million of our own citizens 
>jO have refused to be stampeded, but 
ther who have kept alive the divine 
park of faith and hope. 


Cause for Confidence 
“We may reasonably expect that the 
recent action of the government in sta­ 
bilizing the dollar will have a marked 
tendency to encourage industrial and 
other business commitments. Business 
men need not be so exclusively engaged 
in taking counsel of their fears now 
that uncertainty does not haunt them. 
“Much has been said about the loos­ 
ing of credit by banks. During the acute 
period of the depression banks for the 
most part have not been lending nor­ 
mally, nor should they be blamed. With 
public confidence shattered the banker 
was properly concerned in liquidity, 
having in mind his primary obligation 
to pay off deposits. The situation has 
improved to the point where super­ 
liquidity no longer seems necessary.

PRING is officially here, Easter 
but a few days away and the sea­ 
son of fasting about over. Although 
woman's preoccupation with what she 
shall wear for Easter is well-known, 
she still has time to plan her family's 
Easter feast. Of course, there must 
be colored hard-cooked eggs for the 
children with perhaps an egg hunt. 
The most satisfactory method to color 
Faster eggs is to use special egg dyes 
obtainable in most grocery stores. 
Follow the directions on the package 
for good results. These are harmless 
vegetable dyes. Fairly good colors 
may be obtained by using beet juice, 
spinach juice, hot strong tea or coffee. 
or by rubbing the hot eggs with grated 
orange or lemon rind. White shelled 
eggs take colors better than brown, 
and hot eggs better than cold. Colored 
eggs are good for making egg salad, 
•tufted or creamed eggs when Easter 
is over. 
Hard-cooked Eggs 
Cover eggs with lukewarm water and 
bring gradually to a boil. When the 
water boils, induce the flame and sim­ 
mer for 15 to 20 minutes. Plunge at 
once into cold water so that the shell* 
will slip off easily. This method helps 
prevent cracked shells. Color while 
still hot. 
Easter breakfast Is usually a fes­ 
tive occasion. According to an old 
French legend, the Bun is believed to 
dance on Easter morning. Bacon and 
eggs or ham and eggB are traditional 
and often the hot cross buns typical 
of Good Friday are also served. Pre­ 
serves are also popular at this meal. 
With extra fine large oranges of both 
Valencia and Navel types and sweet 
juicy seedless grapefruit all in m ar­ 
ket. the fruit question should be,eosily 
settled. Sliced bananas are specially 
good with ready-to-eat cercal* and 
they are cheap right now as well as 
unusually delicious. For more exotic 


tastes and elastic pocketbooks, there 
are 
South 
American 
grapes 
and 
honeydew melons. 
The Easter dinner table is usually 
graced by baked ham, chicken or 
duck. More recently the turkey has 
become an Easter favorite in some 
localities. 
Practically the whole list 
of fresh vegetables is of excellent 
quality, plentiful and cheap except 
the bean family. 
Green peas and 
spinach are very attractive. Broccoli 
and cauliflower are also to be recom­ 
mended. Cabbage has everything in 
its favor. The heads are large. Cab­ 
bage, however, keeps well and in a 
week the small family which enjoys 
it could have cabbage rolls, boiled 
cabbage, cole slaw and cabbage au 
gratin without wearying of it. 
Spring Food* Here 
Asparagus is, of course, the out­ 
standing spnng vegetable. Rhubarb 
is now plentiful and cheap. It is fortu­ 
nate that fresh pineapple more or less 
coincide* in season with rhubarb and 
strawberries. Rhubarb and pineapple, 
rhubarb and strawberries, pineapple 
and strawberries make delicious com­ 
binations.

Mortgage corporation are uncondition­ 
ally guaranteed, both as to principal

interest, by the United States 
government, and such guaranty is ex­ 
pressed thereon. 
These bonds are is­ 
sued in denominations of $100, $500, 
$1,000, $5,000 and $10,000, and are 


exempt from all federal, state, muni­

Comptroller of 
the Currency of the United States, said 
in a recent address. He pointed out that 
thn decided drop which has occurred in 
money in circulation shows the public 
has largely ceased hoarding. 
On March I. 1934. the Federal Re­ 
serve Board reported that the volume 
of money in circulation amounted to 
$5.355,'000,000, which was a decline of 
$1,077,000,000 since March I. 1933. It 
was a drop of $2,226,000,000, or over 29 
per cent, from the all-time peak of 
$7,581,000,000 reached on 
March 13, 
1933. About one-half the decrease, it 
was pointed out, reflected the return of 
currency from the public. 
Money in circulation declined rapid­ 
ly after the reopening of the banks In 
March, 1933. and has continued since 
to decline from week to week, “notwith- 
jL etanding the increase in the demand 
for currency arising from enlargement 
of pay rolls and increase in the volume 
of retail trade.” the Comptroller said, 
which, he added, “indicates a continued 
return of money from hoards as bank- 
I ing facilities were reestablished.” 


About Bank Loans 
**As for the charge that the banks 
will not extend credit, the first and ob­ 
vious reply is that the banks them- 
^ selves are made up of the very bone and 
^ sinew of the industrial, commercial 
and agricultural interests of the coun­ 
try. Bank directors, and, to a large ex­ 
tent, bank officers, are drawn from the 
business and farming population. If 
they do not feel at any given moment 
that it is wise to make a particular 
loan, it is more than probable that there 
are sound reasons for not making it,” 
says an editorial in the Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post.
